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HE human mind, from an innate curioſity, and the pleaſure received from 
the contemplation of melancholy images, is more delighted by a retroſpective 
view of the paſt, than any conject ures ſhe can form of the future. How much 
ſoe ver diſconnected by ſituation, birth, or otheꝝ circumſtances, the patriotiſm, 
virtue, learning, and bravery of individuals; the wealth, power, cuſtoms, and 
manners, national character, and extent of territory, with the gradual decay and 
diſmemberment of a people, ſne conſiders with an attention highly intereſted, and 
gently perplexed. IO 
And although, by the contingencies of human affairs, and the uſual fate of em- 
pires, a nation be reduced from its antient ſplendour to an inconſiderable ſtate 
amongſt neighbouring powers, yet the underſtanding of the philoſophical enquirer, 
ſet at liberty from the low and narrow dictates of a ſelfiſh ſpirit, being acceſſible. 
to truth, and friendly to mankind, and having foregone the little diſtinctions of 
party, with liberal capaciouſneſs of mind, indulgeth intellectual appetites from 
every opening ſource of gratification. Whoever affords entertainment for mental 
deſires, or information to the ſpeculative, renders an 2 acceptable ſervice to the

Senſible of this, his inclination would have led the Compiler to embrace the 
preſent opportunity of enquiring into the different migrations of the Celtic nations 
= over the various kingdoms of Europe, and of giving an account of their empire 
| and power, attended with numerous viciſſitudes, ſince they parted with their pro- 
= genitors Japhet and Gomer, in Aſia, until their preſent gradual decline and eve 
of exiſtence as a ſeparate people in the Britiſh Iſles, and preſent the reader with 
every gratification ſuch an inveſtigation might afford ; but as this would lead 
into a tedious diſcuſſion of what hath been lately written for and againſt Scoto and 
Ibero- Celtic antiquities, and exceed the compaſs of a Preface, 1 ſhall reſerve that 
for a ſeparate diſquiſition, and confine myſelf to an account of the preſent

1 * promote knowledge and the improvement of life, hath, on whatever ſubject and 
1 | from whatever ſource offered, been cheerfully received, Not inſenſible to the 


impulſe of ambition, nor indifferent in the purſuit of honeſt. fame, originally 
prompted by patriotiſm, and inſtigated by ſome learned men, I have been am- 

bitious to caſt my mite into the ſtores of Literature, gleaned from the remains of 

the venerable Celtic. 

The approbation which the curious 9970 been pleaſed to ſignify of the Analyſis 
of che Scotch Dialect of the Galic, publiſhed at London in 1778, encouraged me 
to turn my thoughts towards the preſent work. But the difficulties attending 
ſuch a laborious undertaking ſeemed ſo numerous and inſurmountable, that my 
expectations, however ſanguine in theory, appeared irreducible to practice. Some 
learned friends obſerved, that ſuch a work could only be effected under the im- 
mediate auſpices of the Scotch and Iriſh nations by a public ſubſeription; as a 
tour through theſe countries, to complete a Dictionary, muſt be performed. 
Being however inwardly perſuaded, that whatever is the bulineſs of many is the 
. buſineſs of nobody, I was diſcouraged from any application of that nature. As 

the Public hath often been impoſed upon, propolals were made for printing by 
ſubſcription a Galic Dictionary; and that my countrymen might be inore con- 
vinced of my zeal and real intention of publiſhing, payment only on delivery of 
the book was the condition, 


Obſerving with regret the indolence and inactive zeal of my compatriots in | Þ | 
te cauſe of their expiring language, with the moſt ardent enthuſiaſm I was impel- C | 
led to attempt ſnatching from oblivion, and in her laſt ſtruggles for exiſtence i 
preſerve in a Dictionary, as much as poſſible of the greateſt monument of anti- = 
quity perhaps now in the world: for the Galic is the language of 1 8 ſpoken 3 | 
before the Deluge, and probably the ſpeech of Paradiſe. WM 


Encouraged by the good wiſhes of my friends, excited by a partiality 
for the ſubject, and a hope of realizing what had hitherto been little thought of 
ac or neglected by my countrymen, in the ſpring of 1778 J undertook a journey 
EN from London to the Highlands of Scotland. Having made a progreſs into 
almoſt every corner of the Highland part of the continent, and viſited the moſt 
conſiderable of the Hebrides, expoſed to much fatigue and many inconvenien- 
cies, I paſſed over to Ireland, there alſo to purſue the Galic, and returned toLon- . 
don in February 1779, after a perambulition of about three thouſand miles, with 3 
a collection of near thirty thouſand articles for a Dictionary. | 
In the Highlands, there being few books, and ſtill fewer MSS. in the Scotch

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4 5 . dialect, the language in the living voice was the only ſource from which I could 
1 5 glean vocables. In the iſland of Mull, however, Mr. Macarthur, one of the 
=. . * miniſters there, who underſtands the language well, laid before me about two 
3 ? hundred words, part of which I tranſcribed, uncertain whether I had ſeen them 
1 before. 
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The better claſs of the people every where with alacrity afforded every poſſible 
information, and for that purpoſe ſeldom ſpoke to me bur in the antient tongue, 
turning the converſation to various ſubjects, to give an opportunity of catching 
new words. But the common people, who are generally poſſeſſed of whatever 
narration remains in the country, mult all be bought. They told me, I had been 
well paid by his Majeſty for what I undertook, otherwiſe I ſhould not have been 
at ſo much pains, and therefore they ſeldom opened their mouths before they 


were paid. 


Sir James Foulis, although of the Low Country of Scotland, and conſequently 
once a ſtranger to the Galic, by ſtudy is now better acquainted with it than many 
of the natives. This gentleman, in the ſequeſtered vale of life, hath employed his 
leiſure hours in gleaning and depoſiting in his library whatever remains of Celtic 
antiquities he could reach at; and perceiving that my deſign was not to boaſt of 
what learning the Galic containgd, whilſt | concealed it from public view, but at 
once preſent the world with the language itſelf, unlike to others, hid not the re- 
ſult of his inveſtigations and long labours under a buſhel, but generouſly allowed 
me the ule of his manuſcript collection. His knowledge of a tongue, believed 
impoſſible to learn, is a living inſtance of what application, and a taſte for antient 
learning, can do; ſome Bard, therefore, will write his epitaph, and every patrior 
Gaedheal add a ſtone to his carn. 

In Ireland I have been chiefly obliged to Lieut. Col. Vallancy, who, by indefati- 
gable induſtry, has acquired a thorough acquaintance with the Galic, and deſerves 
much of all the friends of the antiquities of that nation. There are many valuable 
MSS. in his poſſeſſion, the uſe of which he generouſly granted me. Trinity 
College Library contains many books and MSS. in the old letter, and on a 
variety of ſubjects, to which I had free acceſs by means of Dr. Cleghorn, and the 
indulgence of Dr. Leland. Theſe volumes, elegantly tranſcribed, but ſealed 
books to moſt of the preſent age, whilſt I ſurveyed and examined them, and 
looked back to the ancient ſtate of this once bleſſed and lettered iſland, . produced 
emotions eaſier conceived than deſcribed, : 

Having, thus, collected my materials at a conſiderable expence and waſte of 
time, I fat down to arrange the whole, probably ſacrificing more uſeful purſuits to a 
defire of recording what in a few years no labour or induſtry could recover. The 
ſmall number of ſubſcribers, and the expence I had already been at in procuring 
materials, made me apprehenſive I ſhould never be able to publiſh; and ] was 
about to depoſit my MSS, in ſome public library, when ſome Gentlemen in Lon- 
don, with true patriotiſm in the republic of letters, encouraged the work on the 
plan of ſubſcription. Amongſt theſe J hold myſelf particularly indebted to Lieut, 
General Melvill, who, adding to military ſcience a caſte for ancient as well as 
modern learning, ſhewed himſelf a zealous promoter of this undertaking i in favour 
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. 1 n By theſe means I have been enabled to ſend this 


work to the preſs, although on a more contracted plan than at firſt propoſed. It 


however contains nearly every word in both the Scotch and Iriſh dialects, with an 


Engliſh tranſlation oppolite, in the Firſt Volume; and the moſt neceſſary articles 
in thi Engliſh, with their oppolite Galic terms, in the Second. The Galic reader 
will find no innovations in orthography ; for I have conſidered it my buſineſs ra. 
ther to record words as they have been written in the ancient Iriſh MSS. than 
attempt to write a Dictionary, by altering the ſpelling from the received method, 
to what I might conceive it ought to be, TOY to the powers of the letters, 
and the philoſophy of language. 

A ſpeech ſo ſingular in its inflections, ſo ancient in its ſtructure, and ſo copious 
in words as the Galic, although much written, cannot be ſo fixed in its orthography 
as thoſe tongues which enjoy the benefit of Printing. With the Iriſh, however, (whoſe 
diale& has al ways been the written and ſtudied language) the difference was very in- 
conſiderable. One vowel or diphthong is ſometimes ſubſtituted for a ſimilar one, 
and the commutable conſonants and combinations are interchanged. This has 
been the caſe with the Greek and Latin languages, as well as with the Galic.— 
The perfection to which the laſt arrived in Ireland in ſuch remote ages is aſto- 
niſhing, and of which the peruſal of this Dictionary 1 is an indubitable proof, I have, 


hover, ſomerimes written the abſtract termination Orachd, for Mhorachd, Al, 


for Amhuil, and Lachd, for Amhuilachd.—Oppoſite every Engliſh word there 
are as many different Galic words as I could collect. The moſt common are firſt, 
and the more ancient or obſolete laſt, which the curious Orientaliſt may tat 


with ſimilar words in the Eaſtern tongues. 
As a Dictionary becomes perfect only by different editions, and the induſtry and 


abilities of the different editors, I do not intrude the preſent work upon the Public 


as a book to which nothing can be added, It will anſwer the purpoſes of a Galic 
and Engliſh, and Engliſh and Galic Dictionary; and by it, and the aſſiſtance 
of the Analyſis or Grammar, one may acquire a conſiderable degree of know- 


| ledge in the language, and be more able to form a juſt idea of Celtic learning. 


If my labour affords the deſired aſſiſtance to thoſe at home who may wiſh to im- 
prove the knowledge of their mother tongue, or ſatisfaction to the curious 
abroad, that may be inclined to compare words in it with other dialects of the 
Celtic, or the Oriental languages; and if, in theſe books, I have preſerved in an 
intelligible and rational ſtate, a tongue more copious, nervous, and ſofter than 
is commonly allowed, I have obtained my wiſh—for whatever adds to the ſtores of 


Literature, I reckon gain.
